IN common with all other citizens, the members of the Com- 
munity have felt the utmost regret at the sad death 
The Royal of the DUKE OF FIFE. Every bereavement that 
Bereavement. falls upon the Royal Household throws its shadow 
upon the whole of the country which is knit by 
ties, not only of loyalty but of affection, to the throne. And, certainly, 
our own Community, which has at all times experienced the utmost 
consideration from His MAJESTY THE KING, will not be behindhand 
in offering him (as well as the immediate relatives of the [DUKE 
OF FIFE) its respectful sympathy, as well as its expression of regret 
that his home-coming from a great Imperial mission of happiness 
and content for the people of the Indian Empire should be so unhappily 
marred. We would desire only to add that it is at such times as this, 
when the heart of the entire population beats in sympathy with that 
of the monarch, that one realises the beauty and the strength of a 
system of government which knows no distinction of race or creed, and 
makes the Sovereign the ruler over all his people. 


THREE weeks ago a Conference met in order to prepare the way for 
the appointment of a Chief Rabbi. The gathering 
Voting for the was dignified, sensible, practical, and won the 
Chief Rabbi. admiration of the community. This week a shrill 
note of discord is heard. The Conference is split 
in two. And, in accordance with immemorial tradition, one party has 
retired to its tents. We believe we are voicing the general sentiment 
when we say that this development is regrettable, and even painful, in 
the extreme. The community was not prepared for it, and it will not 
lightly condone it. It will need much greater reason than appears in 
the correspondence printed elsewhere, before it accommodates itself to 
an unexpected and undesired situation in which a workmanlike Con- 
ference on a vital quéstion degenerates into an internecine squabble, 
followed by a formal secession. 
When the Ministers’ Conference broke up, the community seolfed at 
the spectacle. If the Rabbinate Conference is also to break in two, 
the occasion will be one for depression and wnxiety. The question at 
issue is the basis of voting for the new Chief Rabbi. Shall voting 
power be determined by the extent of contributions to the Chief Rabbi's 
Fund, or by the number of seatholders in the respective synagogues ? 
There must be many members of the community who are asking them- 
selves how it comes about that this important matter’is postponed to 
the present inopportune moment. A more damning instance of com 
munal /wisser faire has rarely challenged attention. The question is 
not a new one. It arose at the time of the election of Dr. HERMANN 
ADLER. Yet in all the years which have since elapsed nobody has been 
able to obtain any attention for this question of the constituent sup. 
port of the Rabbinate, or at least sufficient attention to lead to any 
serious attempt at settlement. The inconvenient question has been put 
off to the eve of the election of Dr. ADLER’S successor—to a moment 
when it could only be one of a number of other points to be decided. 
and at which any decision that might be taken might result in compli- 
cations. Clearly the communal interests have not been properly 
guarded in this matter. 
INTO the merits of the voting question we have no 
A“ Way Out” = desire to enter. We have said before, and we repeat 
toa “ Way In.” now, that there is much to be said for both sides 
and we have no wish to judge between them. All 
that we ask, and what the community will undoubtedly expect, is that 
some method will be found of adjusting the difficulty and restoring the 
harmony of the Conference. The community will refuse to believe that 
two bodies of sensible men, animated by a common anxiety for the wel- 
fare of Judaism, and joined together by the personal link (for if Lord 
SWAYTHLING is the President, Lord ROTHSCHILD is the Honorary 
President of the Federation), are unable to evolve a basis of agreement 
upon what is, after all, really a'matter of machinery. It will ask that 
the parties to the present difficulty should consider well the weighty 
interests that are at stake. In the correspondence referred to there is 
much about the responsibilities of the United Synagogue and the rights 
of the Federation. We should prefer to see a little more about the 
vital concerns of the community and its creed. It is of importance that 
the procedure of election should carry with it the assent of all the chief 
bodies of Ashkenazic Jews in this country. It would be unfair to the 
new Chief Rabbi to offer him at the moment of his entry into office a 
community riven by dissension or the sense of sectional grievance. 


Still less tolerable would it be that he should be asked to accept a 
Ch ef Rabbinate from which a body of considerable consequence held 
aloof. Indeed, we do not know but that the spectacle of such divisions 
might deter good men from accepting the proffered position, and thus 
inflicé grave damage upon the religious interests of the community. 
We have no doubt, therefore, that there will be a general and a strong 
desire that a way out” should be found from the present position. 
Some means of escape is opened up in the correspondence. | It 
takes the form of a suggestion, not as clearly stated as 
we could have desired, that the futile letter writing which 


has hitherto gone on should be replaced by a round-table .con-

affect to: for we cannot doubt that a number of practical men seated 
round a table and all having the same ultimate purpose, will discover 
the road to an agreement. If, however, this proposal comes to nothing, 
if the proclamation goes forth that Jews cannot escape from the old 
curse of Npwnt—the legacy of years of suffering—and that the vice of 
Chevraism pursues it even in its most momentous gatherings, then the 
Community will not easily recover from this depressing and dispirit- 
ing message. But we look and hope for better things from our leaders. 
They must find a “ way out,”’ to a © wayin,”’ for all of them in choosing 
the new Chief Rabbi. A hopeful point in the correspondence may be 
noted. Weobserve that the letter from che Federation finally deciding 
to secede was written only on Wednesday, and that up to the time of 
our going to Press there had obviously been no sufficient time for a 
reply to be sent by the United Synagogue. There is thus still room 
left open for further negotiation, and we feel sure it will not be ignored 
but the very most made of it. 

THE annual report of the Rector of the Whitechapel Parish Church 
(the Rev. G. M. HANKS) makes ugly reading for 
our community. The points to which we would 
direct special attention are those dealing with the 
upbringing of the young East End Jew. The 
Rector, repeating a familiar plaint, states that the Jewish leaders admit 
that “the young people are growing up almost untaught in the faith 
of their fathers.”” Another contributor to the report warns us that 
the present generation of English Jew in the East End is not 
an improvement on the previous one; that we are constantly 
hearing of the misdoing of the “ Jew boy"’; and that, as a result, anti- 
Jewish feeling is on the increase in East London. This writer proclaims 
that Orthodox Judaism is dying—replaced by © reform” or apostasy 
among the wealthy class, and by materialism among our poorer 
brethren. And, therefore, we are asked to believe that the missions of 
the church are of avail to stem the tide of irreligion and decay. 
Now, we do not desire to exaggerate the misdoings of the “Jew 
boy.” They are probably .no more serious than those of the 
Christian boy, and are to be expected among a large popula- 
tion of people not over-blessed with the good things of .this 
world. What we Jews, however, have to face is the fact that the 
excuse for the Christian missions is made and pushed forward: and we 
have to meet it. Nothing will come of repeating tothe Rector and 
others like him the well-worn facts about bribery, as amply testified 
to again and again. It is useless to tell the Rector that Orthodox 
Judaism has at least as great a hold upon Jews of the East End as 
has Christianity upon the Gentiles of that district, andthatthe Rector had 
better look to his Christian “ parishioners."” What we have to do is to 
deprive the conversionists of any excuse for their action, even from 
their point of view. We must see that none of our children remain

_“ abandoned,” and that a new and intense spirit of love for our faith 


inspire ourselves and our children. If we do this, here and now, we 
shall be able to ignore the Rector of Whitechapel and all his works. 
We were very glad, therefore, to see that a Conference of East End 
Jewish parents in which, among others, Rabbi SCHONFELD and the 
Revs. D. WASSERZUG and S, LEVY took part, was held for the 
purpose of considering the best steps that should be taken to provide a 
Hebrew and religious education for Jewish children in East London 
who are at present without one. This was a practical step in the 
right direction for fighting Jewish perversion. 


THE forcible protest which the Rev. S. FRIEDEBERG uttered at the 


Prince’s Road Synagogue last Saturday against the 
The Visit visit of the British deputation to Russia, contained 
to Russia. many thoughts that are haunting the minds df not 
a few Englishmen to-day. Mr. FRIEDEBERG said 
that he did not wish to deprecate friendly ielations between the two 
countries ; and that may truly be said to be the attitude of even the 
severest critics of the present fraternisation. What is feared, and 
justly feared, is that the entente between the two Governments may be 
used as an instrument for perpetuating a régime which is oppressive to 
millions of Russian citizens, and indirectly detrimental to British 
interests as well. We do not want the present visit to be construed 
by the Russian masses as an expression of British approval of Russian 
bureaucratic methods. We do not want the festal music of St. 
Petersburg to drown the voice of humanitarian criticism in London. 
We do not want the understanding between the two Governments to be 
made a cloak under which the monstrous persecution of others may 
proceed unhampered to its disastrous conclusion. No foreign alliance 
ought to be purchased at the price of national deterioration.

Resignation of the Chief Rabbi of Turkey. 


It is announced that the Grand Rabbi of Turkey, Haim Nahum, has resigned 
on the ground that he is “unable to direct the affairs of the community in 
accordance with the laws governing the same.” It is considered doubtfal whether 
the National Assembly and the Lay Council will accept his resignation, which, 
however, appears irrevocable.— Reuter (Constantinople, Wednesday).

- What is to be the fature of the Anglo-Jewish Rabbinate? A great deal 
oe about it at the Ministers’ Conference, though for obvious reasons the 
®rence very wisely bound itself to no decision upon the question. Itis a 


difficult and complex problem—a problem that depends for right solution not 
so much upon theories, however correctly adumbrated, as upon personal con- 
siderations that are at once delicate and vital. That the problem is so many- 
faceted, so involved, so apparently impossible to be solved with complete 
deference to all surrounding circumstances, all predilections, all opinions, is 
the fault of the community, which—as is its wont in most matters—has 
refused to tackle it, has allowed it to drift, and, like a combination of Harold 
Skimpole and Mr. Micawber, bas fondly imagined that something would turn 
up, whereby someone else would get them out of their difficulties. Bat with- 
out entering into details there are one or two points that can at least be stated. 

Everyone, for instance, is practically agreed that the present revered 
incumbent of the office must be the last, as the office now is. Good work as 
the Rabbinate, as to-day it is understood, may have done once upon a time, it 
has outlived by many years its constitution, it has been a retrograde and 
deterrent force in the community for long past and has been saved from being 
an utterly evil inflpence only by the earnest zeal and single-hearted devotion 
of Dr. Adler. That he has carried the incubus of the anomaly we know as the 
Rabbinate all theses¥Years and retained the love and devotion of all Anglo- 
Jewry is striking testimony to his character than which no man could produce 
any more ample. He, for his time, has saved the Rabbinate——a marvellous 
performance. That the Rabbinate has not damned bim is a wonderfa!l piece 
of good fortune for the community, for which it owes Dr. Adler everlasting 
heartfelt gratitude. 

W hat everyone is not agreed about is as to what is to replace the present 
constitution of the Rabbinate when the time comes—and earnestly can we pray 
in all sincerity it may long be deferred —that the present constitution has 
perforce to be replaced. My object in mentioning it here is not to discuss it. 
I mention it because I see before the community . . . the grave danger of the 
community being tempted to take a violent swing of the pendulum. 


Because it has remained so long, counter to public opinion, 
a concentred Rabbinate, with one man as its be-all and end-all, there 
has arisen a demand for the other extreme-—-no central authority— 


every congregation independent of every other, with its own independent 
Rabbi.. In this direction I do not hesitate to say lies chaos, confasion, 
a palpable weakening of our communal forces, and a degradation of the 
office of Rabbi, which must prove of infinite damage to Jewish prestige 
in this country. We have bere, for the last century atleast, bad a central 
religious authority, a Chief Rabbi—you cannot with safety overthrow, with 
violent suddenness, institutions that have become part and parcel of the life of 
any people. The line of safety is to extend them, to cast them so as to fit the 
growing needs of modern times. What exact form would be most suitable we 
need not here consider. My anxiety at the moment is to utter a solemn warn- 
ing against the danger of the violent swing of the pendulum in the matter of 
the Rabbinate. 


I was talking about the future of the Rabbinate the other day to a distin. 
guished member of the community, who agreed with me that the proposal of 
congregational Rabbis with no central authority was adangerousone. “ And,” 
he said, “suppose we had no Chief Rabbi, what would people outside the 
community say’ They would declare either that we could not produce a man 
worthy to take the office or we were too riven with internal strife to agree upon 
any spiritual leader !” 

When I wrote the above words I confess I had no conception that such pro- 
posals as those contained in the Memorandum of the Ministers would ever be 
put forward as serious suggestions. But | did have in mind the capacity of our 
community for fission, and I contemplated our utter weakness as a community 
to cohere and co-operate on any large question, or indeed to treat any question 
as a large one should be. 


If the Conference reassembles with important elements unrepresented, 
the Chief Rabbi whom it will appoint will have to be so denominated in inverted 
commas. If the Lords Rothschild and Swaythling, Jesse! and Felix Davis, 
Stuart Samuel and Hermann Landau are not found working hand in hand in 
this business, it will be ridiculous to place in office any Rabbi and call him Chief 
Rabbi. It will be something akin to Zangwill’s Beggar-King, who agreed to 
bequeath to his son the province of Posen. ~ But you don't possess the pro- 
vinee of Posen,” it was objected. * True,’ was the reply, “ but if I agree not to 
schnorr there you can possess it—for schnorring purposes!"’ And in such case 
there will be a levelling-down of the community,.from which process those 
whose interests are specially in the keeping of Lord Swaythling and Hermann 
Landau, and whose aspirations Stuart Samuel particularly advocates—the 
less materially prosperous among us—will suffer first and suffer most keenly 
all the time. If there be no man who can effectually sneceed Dr. Adler, it 
will be very awkward for the West, but it will be disastrous for the East. 
It will be an alarming state of things for the metropolis—for the provinces it 
will prove to be an overwhelming catastrophe. 

Ugh! The communal winter winds of dissension and discord blow cold 
and keen!

We go further and say that were the United Syna 
sogue and the Federation agreed on the method of voting for metropolitan 
Jewry, it would still be unfair to provincial Jewry to debar them from ai fair 
and adequate representation in the election of the Chief Rabbi. 

Let me repeat that the Honorary Officers of the Federation do not regard 
the present position with a light heart, but they are contending for the same 
principle that was enunciated by their late President on the occasion of the 
last vacancy. The arguments against retaining the election in the bands of 
the richer congregations are even stronger now. Nor are my Honorary Officers 
less anxious than yours that a modus vivendi should be found. Such an 
arrangement must be based ona system of numerical representation by which 
every Jewish Congregation should have a fair voice in the election of their 
spiritual chief. 

The methods followed in the present election may, and probably will, be 
regarde | as a precedent for the future—and this is not one of the least of the 
reasons for endeavouring to settle the important principle at issue. 

[t is useless for us to take part in discussions, on a body which is so 
arranged that the minority will always outvote the majority. This can only 
lead to friction, and a possible ultimate impasse when we would with justice 
be blamed. Already an accusation has been made in the Press, that after 
olning the Conference, we took umbrage at being outvoted (a result that 
would be certain in all cases, where the provinces and the Federation were 
not in agreement with the United Synagogue). 

We have repeatedly expressed our fervent hope that so far as the Federa. 
tion is concerned, we may be able to accept the choice of the United 
Synagogue in the present instance as loyally as we have done in the past, but 
the Honorary Officers regret that, for the present, they cannot see their way 
to their withdrawal from the position they have taken up on the question of 
principle.

NETHERLAND BrENEVOLENT Socrery.— Although an unsectarian charity, this 
society (° Koning Willem Fonds” is its Dutch title), may fairly claim to be regarded as 
almost a Jewish institution, inasmuch as fully 75 per cent. of the persons who seek and 
receive its help are Jews and Jewesses. Well-to-do members of the Dutch Colony in 
London, however, do not appear to be sufficiently acquainted with the liberal measure 
of assistance given to their coreligionists, for the names of only very few figure in the 
liat of subscribers. With two exceptions, all the members of he Committee are 
Christians, but those of them who form the Executive Committee show the kindliest 
consideration to the applicants belonging to an alien faith who appear before them at 
the fortnightly meetings, held at the office, 14, South Street, Finsbury. At the annual 
meeting of the society, held last Monday at the Dutch ¢ lab in Sackville Street, Picca- 
dilly, Mr. F. C. Stoop, the Vice-President, from the Chair, and the Rev. Dr. 8S. Baart 
de la Faille (Pastor of the Dutch Church), the Honorary Secretary, and Mr. J. T. C. 
van Dulken, the Treasurer, in their respective reports, paid well-earned tributes to the 
memory of the President, the late Mr. Simon Symons, who had been a generous 
benefactor to the society, and had bequeathed to it a legacy of £500. The Treasurer's 
statement showed that £590 had been paid daring 1911 to 85 pensioners, and £257 in 
casual relief to 534 persons. Loans had also been granted, free of interest. The Queen 
of Holland (the patroness), and ber mother, Queen Emma, are donors to the charity.

ABROAD A Baseless Charge against Jews.-The Attitude of the Parties

The triumph of the progressive parties was due to the 
general discontent engendered by the new taxes imposed in 1909, and bence noimme 
diate advantage 1s likely to accrue to the Jewish community. The strongest party 
in the new Reichstag, the Socialists, do not recognise the existence of a Jewish 
question ; for them the world is simply divided into classes and masses, and if they 
absndon the attwude of negation they have generally adopted io previous Parlia- 
ments, it will be in the economic and political interests of the labouring element 
rather than for the purpose of helping the Jew to find justice. Although 
there was no commanding feature of particularly Jewish interest in the 
elections, there were nevertheless various subsidiary aspects of Jewish interest 
which are deserving of record. Fuirst aud foremost is the reduction of the anti- 
Semitic party from twenty-one to fourteen deputies, This loss of one-third of its 
former strength is significant of the general disrepute into which the anti-Semitic 
movement bas now fallen. As an orgavised movement it has become quite feeble 
and unfashionable in comparison with the state of affairs fifteen and twenty vears 
ago, and it bas actually to sail under other colours such as “ Economic League,” 
and “German Reform Party.” In more than one case, however, there were

The ultra-Conservative organ, the 
Kreuzzevtung, which, less than two years ago, recommended the elimination of 
aut; Semitism from the Conservative programme, had a most frantic article upon 
the result of the elections the other day. in which it said that one of the advantages 
of the contest had been that the air had been cleared, and that one could recognise 
the distinct battle-cries on either side: “German Empire and Prussian Monarchy 
against Republic and Jewish Internatiovalism! Fear of God and Christianity 
against Atheism and Materialism! Brotherly Lov: and Honest Labour against 
Communism and Mammonism!” Such is the language of a leading article in a 
newspaper which is the organ of the Conservative leader, Herr von Heydebrand. 
One could hardly expect it to be beaten in a Kishineff “Real Russian” rag. 
The part that Jews bave played in the election does not le upon the surface. 
The bulk of their votes have been divided between the Radical and Socialist 
parties, the remainder going mostly to the National Liberals. It may be difficult 
to imagine a Jew voting Conservative in Germany, but there are Germans of the 
Jewish persuasion whose mentality is quite capable of prompting them to such 
action. The number of professing Jews in the Reichstag will be very small, about 
five in all, four Socialists and one Radical (Professor Preuss, for Dessau). Among 
the Socialists 1s a well-known Berlin lawyer, Dr. Coben, who defeated a prominent 
Radical! (Herr Wiemer), and who became famous in connection with the protracted 
trials following the Moabit riots. Lf one were to include

but who are practically outside the Jewish community, such as Edward Bernstein 
and Herr Haase, it would be possible to draw up a respectable list of Jewish 
members of the Reichstag; but forall practical purposes the Jewish representation 
is insignificant. Aithough there is a Jewish population here of 100 000, it must 
be remembered that we bave no compact Jewish constituencies such as in London 
or Manchester. Besides, a Jew appealing for specifically Jewish aid would be an 
impossible phenomenon, owing to the enormous extent of assimilation and the 
quite imsignificant response that would follow. Another aspect of the 
Jewish participation in the elections consists in the part played by the 
Radical Press and by the President of the Hansa Bund, Professor Jacob 
Riesser. The two leading Radical papers of Germany, the Berliner Tageblatt 
and /'rankfurter Zeitung, are, as is well known, owned and edited by Jews, and to 
them—particularly to the former—must be ascribed some share in the victory 
of the Progressive forces, although, it must be added, that throughout the 
campaign the Jewish question was never once directly mentioned in their columns. 
The importance of these papers is fully appreciated by the Clerical organ 
Germania, which had a spiteful effusion the other day. It maintained that the 
victory of the Liberals and Socialists was mainly due to Jewish activity—to the 
Jewish leaders of the Radical and Socialist parties and to these two Jewish organs.

Cruel Treatment of Jewish Merchants in Russia. 
(From our Correspondent. } 

The Authorities of Nijai-Novgorod, acting in accordance with the Governor's 
instructions, have undertaken a revision of the right of domicile of the local Jewish 
merchants. Pending the verification of their docaments new licences are refused 
to the Jews, whereas Jews canght trading without a licence are fined for not 
possessing one. The Charkoff High Coart has jast dealt with the cases of Kursk 
artisans of the Jewish faith found trading with articles connected with their 
work, and it returned a verdict of ex le even against an old resident, seventy years 
of age, and against an artisan who had traded there for forty years. 


The South African Jewish Chronic'’e on Dr. Hertz. 
Commenting on a telegram from London to the Johannesburg Stcr, relative 
to the possibility of Dr. Hertz becoming Chief Rabbi, the South African Jewish 
Chronicle (which is pablished in the tame city), says :- 
“Dr. Hertz’s age is certainly a point in bis favour. He possesses the 
necessary Rabbinical qualifications, while, as an eloquent preacher and speaker, 
we do not think there 1s his superior, if equal, in England at the present time.” 


A Useful Jewish Institution in Jerusalem.

SALONICA, 

A favourite idea of the late Rabbi Samuel Salant, Chief Rabbi of the Asbhke- 
navim Jews in Jerusalem, has lately taken practical shape. This idea was the 
creation of a loan fand in the Holy City for the benefit of small Jewish artisans 
and shopkeepers. The fund bas now been established on the initiative of Rabbi Haim 
Berlin and several Jewish tradesmen in Jerusalem in memory of Chief Rabb: Salant, 
whose relatives have subscribed most of the initial capital of 10.000 francs. The 
Managing Committee is composed of men held in the highest respect in the city. 
It is expected that the new institution will exercise an excellent intluence on the 
economic situation of our coreligionists in Jerusalem. 


Miscellaneous Russian Notes. 
[From our Correspondent. | 


In reply to the protest of M. Leroy-Beaulien against the blood libel, the anti 


Semitic Russkoe Znamya stated: “ We spit on the opinion of the civilised world, 
and we consider the views of honest people only.” 

The Real Russian Union has directed M. Yuskevitch-Krasovsky, one of the 
assassins of M. Herzenstein, to organise afresh the fighting gangs for a campaign 
against the “enemies” of the State. At Sokola (Grodno). a degraded police official 
is agitating for a pogrom with a view to regaining the confidence of the authorities, 
and a panic prevails among the Jews in the neighbourhood. 

The Warsaw authorities have confiscated one of the recent numbers of the 
Hazetirah. 

The Central Authorities, taking into consideration the numerous protests 
(which were even endorsed by the Nationalist Municipality of Kieff) against the 
forcible removal of the businesses of four hundred Kieff Jews to two special 
districts, have, pending a final decision, permitted most of them to carry on their 
businesses in their present localities. In accordance with the strong appeals of 
the Municipality, the Central Authorities have also permitted the issue of licences 
previously refused to a number of Jewish merchants in Nicolaieff. 

The Governor-General of Kieff has announced that he will only confirm the 
new co-operative building society, if Jews are excluded from it. 

M. Krukov, the official who has recently returned from the Argentine 
Republic, and has given the Ministry of Agriculture an excellent report of the 
Jewish colonists there (as I already reported), recommends that the Russian 
Government should foster the establishment of such Jewish colonies in Kussia. 

The Russian Press has been enriched by a new daily organ, the Golos Zemli 
(The Voice of the Land), which is credited in some quarters with the support of 
the Premier. In its first number it advocated the view that the most important 
task of the Government is the introdaction into Russia of the principle of tolerance 
to all nationalities and religious groups. 

The Hertz family, of Lodz, have subscribed the sum of 100,000 roubles, in 
addition to the required ground, for the erection of a Jewish Orphan Asylum. 


By a decree of the King of Italy the Order of Savoy has been conferred on 
Commander Montalcini, Chief of the Secretariat of the Chamber of Deputies, 
The number of members of the Order is limited, and it is only granted on the 
recommendation of the Council to men who stand high in science and art. 

Commercial Councillor Alexander von Pflaum, whose death we recently 
recorded, has bequeathed 500.000 marks to the City Council of Stuttgart, his birth- 
place, for the bevefit of the poor. 

Baron Edmond de Rothschild has left Paris for Upper Egypt, where he 
intends to inspect the excavations made by an archeological mission, the expenses 
of which he is bearing. 

In memory of his father, Dr. Ludwig Philippson (the centenary of whose 
birth was recently commemorated in many parts of Germany), Consul-General 
Franz Phillipson, the Brussels banker and Vice-President of the Jewish Colonisa- 
tion Association, has created a Philippson Chair at the [n-titute for the Science of 
Judaism at Berlin. 

Dr. Asch, Lecturer at the University of Strassburg, has been promoted to the 
grade of Professor. 

The contra ‘t for the construction of the new port at Tripoli bas been given 
by the Italian Government to the firm of Almagia in Rome. This firm (writes 
our correspondent at Alexandria) bas executed important works in Italy, Spain 
and Egypt; in the last-named country it built the port and docks at Alexandria, 
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and is at present engaged on similar work at Port Said. The head of the firm, 
Signor Edouard Almagia, a distinguished engineer, takes a practical interest in the 
affairs of the Jewish community at Rome. 

M. Blocq has been appointed Sub-Chief of the cabinet of the French Minister 
of Agriculture, and M. Crémieux, Attach’ to the cabinet of the Minister of 
Commerce. 

A school for Jewish girls, which is greatly needed at Rhode, is about to be 
established through the generosity of M. Joseph Notrica, a banker there, who has 
informed the heads of the community that he will defray the entire cost of the 
building. 

Imperial Councillor Ignaz Wilhelm, editor of the Aorrespondenz Wi/helm, cele- 
brated his seventieth birthday last Sunday. He started the Avrrespondenz at 
Vienna in the year 1855, and for nearly half a century (says our correspondent in 
that city) he has supplied yaluable information to the local press, irrespective of 
party. Igaaz Wilhelm is one of the most respected journalists in Vienna, and in 
1890, when the Korrespondenz had completed twenty-five years of existence, the 
Emperor appointed him an Imperial Councillor. Eight vears later, the Emperor 
bestowed on him the Knight's Cross of the Francis Joseph Order, and in 107 the 
Order of the Iron Crown, third class. From the German Emperor he received the 
Order of the Red Eagle. third class, from the King of Saxony the Albert Order, 
first class, and from the Prince Regent of Bavaria the Order of Michael. He 
takes an active interest in Jewish life in Vienna, and has been for many years 
member of the Executive of the Administration of Synagogues. 

While in the act of entering a train, already in motion, at the Buda-Pesth 
western railway station, the Chief Rabbi of Monnor (Hungary) was dragged under 
a carriage, and before the train could be stopped he was cut to pieces. 

A band of Arabs recently invaded the home of a Jew living near Haifa 
(Palestine), and after outraging his newly-married wife, they sacked the premises 
and fled. The husband, who had during these proceedings been rendered helpless, 
recognised one of the assailants a few days later in the street, and dragged him by 
force to the police station. There he made a full confession, with the result that 
two of his confederates were also arrested. 

The Chief Rabbi of Jerusalem, Rabbi Franco, has made representations to 
the Governor against the removal of the seats in front of the Wailing Wall on 
which aged Jews were in the habit of resting while offering up pravers. As 
no response has been given to these representations, the Jewish Communal 
Council has communicated with the Chief Rabbi of Turkey, who in his turn has 
lodged a protest with the Minister of Jastice ani! Public Worship. 

While passing through Constantinople on his way to Jerusalem, where le is 
to remain several months, Mr. Herbert Loewe. of Cambridge, visited the school of 
the “ Hilfsverein der Deutschen Jaden” in the Bilata quarter. He took particalar 
interest in the instruction given in Hebrew and Jewish history. 

The death has taken place at Baden (near Vienna), of Frau Ad-le Lowenstein 
(née Baroness Popper von lodraghy). In the ’seventies and ’eighties of the last 
century, her salon was the rendezvous of. the foremost men in politics (among 
them the Chancellor von Beust), arts and sciences. When she removed to San 
Remo. her villa there, too, became a social centre. Among her august visitors 
were the late Empresses of Austria and Germany. 


Hospital for Epilepsy and Paralysis: 
An Appeal. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,—Ten years ago the Hospital's lease fell in and renewal could not be 
obtained. Despite tremendous difficulties, the Committee raised a new model 
hospital (two-thirds of the original scheme) on this site, and then decided to “ mark 
time” to consolidate ite position. The hospital's financial .position is now more 
satisfactory, and will be strengthened by the completion of the building. 

Patients now often have to wait three to five months for admission, their con- 
dition lapsing meanwhile into a serious one, requiring months of treatment costing 
£25 to £35 instead of weeks’ treatment costing £6 to £12. 

The “ machinery ” for dealing with 2) more beds has been provided and paid 
for, and all that 1s needed is housing accommodation at a cost of £8,000, and the 
extra patients could be treated at the very low cost of 15s. per week. 

The payments of patients and their friends will practically supply this (the 
patients are called upon to help themselves), and the extra beds will therefore be 
self-maintaining, and the Committee beg you most sincerely, in the interests of 
public policy and economy to do what the patients cannot do, namely, to help 
them to provicle the building.

Baron Heyking's “ Facts.” 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik, -Permit me to deal with a few points arising out of Baron Heyking’s 
statements, which have not so far been taken up by your other correspondents. 

There is one thing in the right of domicile matter which I wish to emphasise. 
The Consul-General «,aotes a Russian Year Book as saying that certain Jews are 
allowed to live throughout the Russian Empire: 1, Merchants of the First Guild: 
2, physicians, lawyers, engineers and graduates of universities, etc. But what it 
would be of interest to know is: How many Jews are there in Russia who belong 
to or are given the opportunity to belong to these professions’ Of the first class 
only very rich merchants can be members, and whose fault is it that so very few 
Jews are allowed to become pbfsicians and engineers in Russia’ The Rassian 
Government, by virtue of those laws, which Baron Heyking would have us 
respect, is depriving Jews of the advantages of education, by admitting into its 
gymnasia, technical schools and universities only two Jews to every hundred 
Gentiles, and by permitting only ten per cent. of Jewish external students to be 
examined. The limitation of external stadents is one of the recent restrictions. 
Itis—I say it advisedly--the most indefensible anti-Jewish measure of even the 
Kussian Government. Baron Heyking blames the Jews for evading military 
service, but how many Russians of his own class, i.¢., of the middle and upper 
classes, are there at present serving in the army as ordinary soldiers ” Very few, 
ifany atall. These either temporarily become supertiuaous officers or else claim 
exemption bv reason of some petty civil service rank of one kind or another, held 
by nearly all of them, or as students of the Government schools and institations. 
or, as a last resource, are let off with only a few months of light service—such 
being the privilege granted to young men who have passed through the higher 
institutions of learning. These advantages and privileges are either denied to Jews 
altogether or are made so difficult for them to attain as to be eyually well out of 
their reach. 

Your correspondent, * A Russian-born Jew,” answered very ably in your last 
issue Baron Heyking's charge against those Jews who participate in the Russian 
revolutionary movement. He might have added that the truth of this, if con 
ceded, is only one more proof of the foolishness of the Russian Government's 
policy. Instead of inspiring loyalty. the offspring of gratrtude, by granting fall 
rights to all subjects, their methods, according to their own statements, drive 
educated Jews to the revolutionaries. it is certain that, were a Russian Republic 
declared to-morrow, the Jews would, as at the time of the French Revolution. 
obtain their rights automatically. Yet we hear such complaints constantly uttered 
with all the appearance of just grievances! 

I agree with the Consul-General when he says that sooner or later Russia 
will emancipate her Jews. That is inevitable. It is strange, however, that, in 
order to postpone this for a few years, the rulers of Russia should desire to main: 
tain a reign of terror and an evil reputation for the grossest intolerance.

Sir,—-Will you allow me to testify to the correctness of Baron Heyking’s 
statements in his letter to you in the current issue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
by relating my own personal experience anent the res: of a passport ” 

About seven years ago I had occasion to go to Russia, and being a British born 
subject bad no difficulty in obtaining my passport from the British Foreign Office. 
I then found it necessary to obtain the risé from the Rassian Consul. Accordingly, 
I applied to that local official, who declined to grant the risé, explaining it was not 
in his power todo so, that only the Russian Consul-General in London possessed 
the right to grant my request. I then made arrangements with Messrs. Cook, the 
tourist booking firm, to have my passport viséd through their head office in London, 
who would present it to the Consul-General. When a few days later I called for 
that document, I was informed that its issue was declined. ()uestioning thé 
clerk upon the grounds, he explained, because I was a Jew. After further 
remonstrating with the tourist official, he expressed the opinion that it would be 
futile to make further representations in the matter, thereupon producing and 
showing me a letter from the Russian Consul-General to their office, stating 
explicitly that the ris! was refused because the applicant was a Jew, with the fur- 
ther remark, for their own information, that should any future application be made 
through them by a Jew, they were not to trouble him in the matter, as it would 
be useless. There was no reference made to any other disqualification. There 
were no means of ascertaining whether 1 was the son of a Russian subject, or 
British born of many generations. I wonder was Baron Heyking in his present 
office seven years ago, and if not, is he entirely ignorant of his predecessor’s method 
of procedure in such matters ? 

May I, Sir, give you another phase of the matter consequent upon the above. 
My pride of my British nationality received a rude rebuff, when I realised that the 
“ Request and Desire” of the British Government, properly issued in the name of 
His Majesty, and signed by Lord Lansdowne, is contemptuously waived aside by a 
Russian official in this country. It was an insult to my nationality as well as my 
religion.

HOME FOR AGED JEWS.—The announcement is made in our advertisement 
column of the declaration of vacancies for men, women and a married couple. The 
Home is being extended by the provision of extra lavatory accommodation in con- 
nection with the women’s day ward and the laundry. Some extensive drainage 
work is also being carried out in conjunction with the London County Council. 
These alterations will occasion an expenditure of several hundred pounds, and we 
are asked to state that the Home is badly in need of funds to meet these and other 
liabilities. The report of the medical officer for the past year speaks in the 
highest terms of the attention paid to the health and comfort of the old people. 
Oa Sunday the inmates were entertained by Mr. and Mrs. J. London, whose little 
daughter Gladys took a prominent part in the concert provided.

Laying Down the Law. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH MR. ISRAEL ALEXANDER SYMMONS 
(Metropolitan Police Magistrate). 


The other day a newspaper published the following paragraph under the title 


of ‘Sleepless Lord Chancellor.” 


“A Territorial pleaded at Greenwich yesterday that he had to go on & milk 


round early in the morning, and could not get up if he spent his evenings 
drilling.” 


Mr. Symmons, the magistrate, replied: “‘ There used to be a Lord Chancellor 
who had no sleep from Monday morning until Saturday night, but 1 suppose you 
couldn’t do with six hoyrs once a month. Pay 5s.” : 

Another man protested his employer would not allow him to be away from 
work until 9.30 p.m., and the magistrate, in fining bim 9s. 6d., said: “If there 
are employers like this they are not very good citizens.” 

These two deliveries of judgment are a fair specimen of the bright and genial 
manner that characterise Mr. I. A. Symmons, the recently-appointed police magis- 
trate for Greenwich and Woolwich, and that have contributed to his success at the 
Bar perhaps as much as bis specifically legal attainments. He has what may be 
called “ the court manner” in perfection; he is a ready and humorous speaker, 
and his forcible powers of advocacy have been shown !n many & notable trial. The 
fact that he is the first Jewish stipendiary to have been appointed by the Home 
Secretary, suggested to our representative that his experiences would furnish an 
interesting subject for an interview. 


Early Career. 


A student of University College — the alma mater of so many of our 
coreligionists—Mr. Symmons graduated in law, with honours at the University 
of London, and took a couple of scholarships in Equity and Common Law. 


Then, at the age of twenty-tbree, 
he was called to the Bar at the 
Middle Temple, and joined the 
Midiand Circuit, devoting himself 
to General Common Law and 
Criminal Law. In these subjects 
he read for a time in the cham- 
bers of Mr. Frederick Mead, now 
of Marlborough Street, and for 
many years the well-known magi- 
strate at the Thames police court. 

The incident is worth record- 
ing that in his younger days he 
joined the Hampstead Parliamen- 
tary Debating Society. Rufus 
Isaacs was the Prime Minister, and 
Mr. Symmons became First Lord 
of the Admiralty. There being no 
Minister of Agriculture in Mr 
Rufus Isaacs’ Ministry, it devolved 
on the Admiralty Minister to in- 
troducea Bill on Agricultural Hold- 
ings. And as Member for Ber- 
wick-on- weed, Mr. Symmons bad 
to frame his measure with a view 
to Scotch as well as Eoglish prac- 
tice. But though he has since 
cherished Parliamentary ambitions 
—he twice contested the Epping 
Division of Essex in the Liberal 


interest—-his debating experiences 
at Hampstead were destined to lead him elsewhere than to Westminster. 


At the Bar. . 


When he started in practice, Sir Harry Poland was leading counsel for the 
Treasury, and the late Montagu Williams was at the height of his fame. It was 
upon such examples as these, and Sir Edward Clarke's magnificent advocacy in 
the great Bartlett poisoning case, that the rising young barrister endeavoured to 
model himself—to such good effect, that he became noted as a criminal lawyer, 
and appeared in many Treasury cases, both in London and on circuit. 

Many an interesting story is told of his appearances in court. On one 
occasion he was defending, before Mr. Justice Hawkins, a man who bad struck 
his wife on the head with a chopper. Speaking in mitigation of the man’s sen- 
tence, he suggested that his wife bad been continually nagging him. Mr. Hawkins, 
stopping him, said: “ Before we go any further, I must ask you to define 
‘pagging.’” To which Mr. Symmons promptly replied: “My Lord, I should 
define ‘nagging’ as the constant reiteration of unpleasant observations.” ‘We 
mnst put that in the next edition of Webster’s Dictionary,” retorted Mr Hawkins, 
and he let the man off with four months. 

On another occasion be was pleading before Sir Peter Edlin, Chairman of 
London Sessions—a difficult Judge to get on with—and defending a man who had 
a long career of crime. In an artless sort of way, Sir Peter asked, What is your 
client, Mr. Symmons?” to which the reply came: “He is described in the 
calendar, my Lord, as a baker, but I cannot say that he has worn the white flower 
of a blameless life.” 

The most gruesome case he ever defended was again that of a baker—a Ger- 
man, accused of murdering his victim by putting him in an oven. It was at the 
request of Mr. Hawkins that he defended the last case which that Judge tried at 
the Old Bailey—the well-known Southwark Bridge manslaughter case. The ques- 
tion turned on what constituted manslaughter. Mr. Symmons tried hard to show 


that it was a mere unfortunate accident for which his client was being tried, 
Mr. Hawkins was not to be convinced. g tried, but 


Methods of achieving Success. 


Young men going to the Bar might be glad of advice from someone who bas 
been so successful as yourself. Are there any particular methods you would 
recommend as leading to success? asked our interviewer. 

“In the old days,” replied Mr. Symmons, “ it used to be said that there were 
three methods of achieving success :—(1) Quarter Sessions ; (2) writing a book; (3) 
* hugging’ solicitors. But none of these methods would be approved of to-day, 
and the third would be regarded as particularly bad form. -I should say that the 
two methods to be recommended to the barrister are (1) getting into the chambers 
of a man in good practice; and (2) specialising. A man needs to bave some special 
knowledge over and above his legal! attainments if he would make bis way at the 
Bar. He should have special commercial knowledge, or scientific knowledge, or a 
knowledge of navigation, or of finance, or of any other subject that is likely to 
have a useful bearing on matters of litigation. That is one reason why I would 
advise a young man not to be called to the Bar too young. He should take a year 
or two during which he is acquiring some special knowledge and a general know- 
ledge of affairs. You can scarcely be surprised if a man of mature business 
experience hesitates to entrugy his work to a young man fresh from college, how- 


ever successful he may have been in his examipations, who does not k th 
difference between a day-book and a ledger.” ater oa

When men set their 
hearts upon hoarding all they can, and fly in the face of a hundred precepts in 
order to accumulate excessive wealth, there is a malediction upon it all. It 
rots and disappears, and is somehow brought to nought. God has a thousand 
ways of destroying ill-gotten gains, of dispersing the hoard to gather which 
men hurl defiance at His will and show contempt for His laws. 


The Time for Gathering. 


And just as there is a law as to quantity, so there is a law as to time. 
The manna was to be gathered in early morning. The people had to be up 
betimes in order that the precious gift might be collected before the sun waxed 
hot. If not obtained then it melted away. A suggestion this as to the 
advantage not only of using the morning hours, but of making the best use of 
the morning of life, and generally as to the danger of procrastinating duties 
which call for immediate and timely fulfilment. But if the story carries with 
it the obvious suggestion of diligence in business, it is no less emphatic in 
teaching that work must be followed by periodic rest. The raining of manna 
from heaven is made the occasion of enforcing the observance of the Sabbath. 
’ Six days shall ye gather it, but on the seventh day, which is the Sabbath, 
in it there shall be none.”” Whether vais was the first oceasion on which a 
weekly day of rest was introduced into the religion of Israel, or whether it was 
& primitive institution which had fallen into disuetude during the Egyptian 
slavery, is a question which we necd not discuss. Suftice it to say that in this 
16th chapter of Exodus we have proclaimed the principle that one day in 
every week shall be consecrated to God, and that those who go out to collect 
on the Sabbath shall find nothing. The law is eternally true. They who 
rec wise no sacred times and sensons, who spend every day in the pursuit of 
their material interests, are they any better off in the end than 
those who dedicate some portion of their time to the claims of 
religion ? answers, No. For (time resistance to the 
Divine law may appear to succeed. Ultimately it entails the 
penalty of disobedience. God gave the. Israelites in the wilderness 
a double portion on the sixth day. And he has so ordered life that the well 
directed labour of six days is capable of accomplishing more for a man than a 
perpetual round of work unhallowed by Sabbath rest, the effects of which are 
often to be seen in a premature wearing-out of the powers of body and anind. 


A Reminder to Future Generations. 


Finally, Aaron is commanded to lay up a pot of manna in the Ark as a 
reminder to future generations of the wanderings in the wilderness. This sug 
gests to us that the mercies of God are things that we should ever keep 
in remembrance, Our sacred days and seasons, the majority of our ceremonies, 
are sO many memorials preserving our national traditions of Divine goodness 
and protection. The way to enrich life is to keepa retentive memory. Let us 
preserve as many recollections as possible of the mercies which have 
viaddened our lives in the past, so that we may fall back on them for inspira. 
tion and courage in the day of adversity. Let us look into our yesterdays, and 
there we sha!l see God. Thus this story of the provision of nanna has a value 
for us, because it comprises a theory of life, and the only true theory. Man 
is to live not for that which is lowest in him but for the highest which he can 
achieve. And his life is Lo be One of di pre ndence Ypor God, not mere ly for 
sustenance but for guidance also. We are to look to Him for our daily bread, 
and likewise for the inspiration that will guide us aright through the desert of 
life. As the words of Deuteronomy express it> “ And he humbled thee, and 
suffered thee to hunger, and fed thee with manna which thou knewest not, 
neither did thy fathers know: that he might make thee to know that man doth 
not live by bread alone, but by every word that proceedeth out of the mouth 
of the Lord doth man live.”’

The Falashas. 


A SCHOOL FOR ABYSSINIAN JEWS. 


[‘‘ Jewish Chronicle’’ Special. ] 

Dr. Faitlovitch who “ discovered ” the Falashas, a sect of Jews in Abyssinia, 
is at present in London busy getting together the wherewithal for the purpose of 
founding a school for the remnants of Israel in mid-Africa. The learned Doctor, 
who was alsoin Abyssinia in 1909, granted the JEWISH CHRONICLE an interview 
on his retarn to Western civilisation, which we published in 1908. 

Now, Dr. Faitlovitch is looking forward again to visiting the Falasbas, and 
to take with him. the inestimable blessings of education and training. With this 
object in view he has been making an extensive propaganda in Germany, where 
several Committees bave been formed for the purpose of assisting the foundation 
of the Falasha School. At Berlin, at Frankfort and at Cologne, to give only three 
instances, energetic measures have been taken to give all support possible to Dr. 
Faitlovitch’s plan. 

When you are placed in funds, Doctor, asked our representative, who will 
you obtain as teachers in the school ? 

“ There are at present two of the Falashas whom I brought away with me and 
who are in Jerusalem, and one who is in Florence, studying for the purpose of 
becoming efficient teachers. They will go back to Abyssinia with me for the 
openiog of the school, and I shall also engage Arabic Jews. ‘There will be in the 
school not alone the education of the voung, but also the training of the clder 
Falashas. We hope tbat the latter, as they become proficient, will be sent into 
the various villages where there are Falashas, and themselves form schools, so 
that we shall have a constantly widening system of education. 

“That we Jews ought to do something for the Falashas is beyond any manner 
of doubt. There are some 50,000 of them to be saved to Judaism, and unless 
effort of the sort I am undertaking is successful, they will be lost is a certainty. 
You will appreciate this when I tell you that the missionaries bave been very 
active with the Falashas. It is estimated that they have been able to convert at 
least 30,000 of them. To save the remaining ones the only possible method is to 
bring them under the influence of Jewish education, and that is what | am striving 
to do in establishing the school. I shall indeed be grateful for any assistance that 
English Jews can give me.” : 

The iotrepid Doctor will stay in London for a week or two, and then is off to 
the Continent again—this time to Holland, in the hope interesting our Dutch 
brethren in his mission.

The annual meeting of Governors was held at the Hospital on 
Jewish Hospital.

He mach regretted the d crease of subscriptions which was a very 
unsatisfactory feature. There was also a falling off in the weekly subscriptions. 
He was pleased to notice that their work was so highly appreciated by the com. 
munity in Manchester, and also outside. From the many visits paid by Christian 
clergymen it was seen that the patients belonged to various denominations, so that 
the institution was entitled to the support. not only of the Jewish community bat 
of Manchester people at large. There had been some difficulties with the Medical 
Board, but he was pleased to say these had been overcome in a friendly way, and 
the medical staff was to be strengthened by the addition of two consulting 
surgeons and two physicians. He hoped the usefulness of the hospital, which 
had been so well manifested by seven vears of successful work, would be still 
further increased (cheers). 

Mr. JOSEPH BTESH seconded the motion, and regretted that they had not 
received a subscription of £25 from the Shechita Board. He was, however. 
¢lad to learn that this sum had been granted by the Board for the cerrent year.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin, —I beg to protest against the resolution passed at a “ meeting “ of the Swansea 
Beth Hamedrash, as reported in your Provincial Columns last week. ‘The “ meeting ” at 
the Beth Hamedrash was not a general meeting, and the resolution unanimously 
passed ' Was not properly submitted and was simply designed to serve the personal 
purposes of one or two gentlemen who are not happy unless opposing something. The 
resolution, Sir, has no foree, moral or otherwise. Resolutions such as this are passed 


almost weekly and are forgotten as soon as voted upon. One feels inclined to ask why

ASCENT IN RELIGION. 


DR. JOSEPH ABRAHAMS AT THE BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE. 


Preaching at the Bayswater Synagogue on Sabbath last, Rabbi Dr. Joseph 
Abrahams spoke, in part, as follows : 


Apart from the solemnity associated with every pulpit, I am actuated by dee; 
emotions of reverence and piety when I remember that from this sacred spot, week 
by week and year by year, my illustrious and beloved teacher used to speak with 
an eloquence, wisdom, aud impressiveness that never failed to carry conviction and 
encouragement. The present Minister, a fellow student, in surrendering bis pulpit 
for this occasion, has bestowed on mea privilege which I will use to address you 
on a theme which I| think is in full accord with the trend of the late Chief Rabbi’: 
‘For Lam the Lord that brought you up from the land of Exypt to 
be your God; ye shall therefore be holy, for lam holy.” Leviticus xi, 45. This 
verse.is not taken from to-day’s portion of the law, which narrates the deliverance 
from Egyptian bondage, but it clearly shows the aim of the redemption, and is 
moreover an indication of the deathless intiuence of Judaism in guiding the stream 
of Israel’s destiny. Most of us approve the explanation of the Jewish commenta 
tors that the deliverance from Egvpt was not merely a “taking out ” it was also a 
“ bringing up,” it was a stepping stone to the revelation on Sinai. What we do not 
all grasp is the further fact that there must ever be in Judaism this same advance. 
But such progress mast be full, not one-sided. ‘‘ That brought you up” indicates 
an advance from lower to higher. But what is the nature of true advance’ It is 
not our religion which needs change, it is we, in our conception and appreciation 
of the divine ordinances. A man suffering from toothache can hardly enjov an 
exquisite harmony; yet the fault lies not in the music but in the man’s condition. 
Restore him to health, and appreciation returns. So the world presses onwards 
through various stages of education and views of life, and under the stress and 
agony of the struggle we are apt to forget that Judaism must remain the sublime 
ideal for us. Wedo badly need more sincerity, but how are we to attain it’ 
‘’ Make religion tit life,” says the newer school ; 


‘* MAKE LIFE FIT RELIGION 
is, I hold, the truer doctrine. What is this ‘‘life’’ of which people speak in this 
context? Life, at any period of the world’s history, may be a passing fashion, 
a convention of the hour, in custom and thought, an accident of environment. In 
accordance with these varying fashions and conventionalities and accidents, are 
we to regulate our standards of morality, are we to modify and modernise our 
religion at every caprice of every moment? Religion should rather represent a 
permanent ideal towering above the ephemeral expressions of life, an ileal difficult 
to reach, always to be striven for by steady, genuine progress. The deliverance 
from Egypt was a “ raising,” it gave us the impulse to exert to the utmost our 
moral freedom within the restraining and inspiring scope of the divine will. “ Ye 
shall be holy, for [am holy ”—this holiness consists at once in aspiration and in 
submission. The Talmud already points out there was in the departure from 
Egypt both the “ bringing out ” and the “ bringiog up” of which I have spoken. 
God brought Israel out. He also brought Israel up. The Talmud proceeds to 
remark that the deliverance from Egypt is alluded to in connection with various 
classes of commandments: such as“ fringes,” “dietary laws,’’ and laws about 
using ‘‘ just weights.’’ Now, some among us are inclined to make Judaism 
entirely an affair of the spiritual life. But you cannot ascend a hill if you leave 
your body at the foot. The whole man must rise if there is to be ascent at all. 
And so, the varied laws cited by the Talmud, all work together for human progress. 
they go in combination to the construction of a full, many-sided character. The 
ceremonial, the holy, the moral, are all included here, and as a whole they make 
up the ideal religious life. Not with body only or soul only, but with body and 
soul in harmonious co-operation, the hill must be attempted. Judaism bids us 
to go from lower to higher, getting out of every aspect of religion the most 
it can give us. Progress must not mean discarding any elements of the religious 
life, it must unify these elements, and must make us 
BETTER JEWS BY A CONTINUOUS ADVANCE, 

in which all the forces making for a higher life have cach its due share. “ The 
path of the just is a shining light, that shineth more and more unto the perfect 
day.” Rising from lower to higher is the essential characteristic of humanity. 
Progress does not apply to God. He is eternally the same, the Perfect; to Him 
the idea of progress has no applicability. Neither does it apply to beasts, who, 
within certain narrow limits, are what they are; they are fixed in their animal 
state. Between God, the highest, and the beasts, the lowest, is man. As 
Browning puts it :— 

Progress is man s distinctive mark alone, 

Not God's, not the beasts’ : 

God is, they are. 

Man partly is, and wholly hopes to be. 


‘’ Wholly Aopes to be” says the poet. “ Wholly can and should be,” admonishes 
the Torah. ‘Thou shalt be whole in the service of the Lord thy God.” Not 
easily reached is this whole-hearted service. From lower to bigher man strives 
to rise, and as he strives so lower prays to Higher for help. ‘‘Out of the depths 
I cried unto Thee ” says the Psalmist, in that same collection of “ Songs of Ascent” 
in which the singer also says: “I lift up mine eyes to the hills.” Not only do we 
derive hence a lesson of striving for the higher level, but we are taught to see the 
influence of God in the very effort we put forth to ascend. As the higher we 
climb the grander and nobler is our view, so let us fix our gaze intently upward, 
and attune our mental energy and social aims to the will of God the Most High. 
Thereby shall we approach nearer to the rank of those who “may ascend the 
mountain of the Lord and stand in His holy place.” ,

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The Rev. Isidore Harris on Religious Toleration.

The 
vious Sabbath had witnessed the full establishment of another independent 
avogue which, like their own in the early days, had had to encounter no little 
oxition in official circles. So that while they were congratulating themselves 
1t the last vestiges of intolerance had been swept away in the attitude of the 
mmunity to their congregation, it behoved them in their turn to take to heart 
_ lesson taught by the history of the past seventy years, and to see that they did 
t repeat the mistakes of a former generation. 

Even in so relatively small a body as Jews differences of opinion, leading 
lifferences of practice, must necessarily prevail. Judaism was a wide concep 
n, and itcovered much more than many were aware of. Did it not stand to 
ison that a religion which had persisted for thirty-tive centuries, the religion of 
race which had lived in nearly every land of the habitable gicbe, and passed 
ugh well nigh every stage of mental development, was not to be tied down toa 

t and fast formula, admitting neither of expansion nor contraction ’? At differ- 
- periods of their history, what varieties of thought had not flourished among 
vs. At one time the divergencies of opinion expressed themselves as Phari- 
m, Sadduceeism and Essenism; at another as Palestinian Judaism an: Helle 
tic Judaism. In the days of Hillel and Shammiai, the controversies between 
ese two schools of thougbt were said, in the language of the Talmud, to have 
ised the Torah to appear as if it had become two different Torahs. The situa- 
n seemed hopeless, for men knew not whose teaching to follow. But it was 
ed by the insight and tolerance of the ancient Rabbins, who declared: “‘ Both 
.chings are the words of the living God.” At another time Jews were divided 

Rabbanites and Karaites. There were minds in the middle ages over whom the 

abbala exercised an irresistible fascination, and others fell under the 
of those mystic tendencies from which the sect of the Chassidim 
their rise.

Books and Bookmen. 


PUBLICATIONS REVIEWED. 
PATENT ROLLS, 1358-1361. (Lyte and Isaacson.) 


As the Calendar of the English Records advances in date, the references to the 
Jews naturally recede in number and importance. There can have been very few 
Jews in England at the period covered by this volume. Under date May 11th, 
1554, we bavea reference to the school of the Jews of Northampton, which 
Edward IL. ‘after the expulsion) granted to the Abbot and Convent of St. James's 
Without Northampton. with the houses in front of the entry of the school which 
bad belonged to Sarah de London, a Jewess. There had been alienations by the 
Abbot, and the latter re-claims the property. 

A similar claim is made, under date May 20th of the same vear, for restora- 
tion of a house in Corne-chepynge Street, Northampton, which bad belonged to 
Cok (Isaac!. son of Aaron, a Jew of London, and had escheated to the King 
(Henry IIL) on Cok’s death. Agatha le Spicer, the heir of the original Richard 
de Exmuth, who received the property from the King, demands re-possession. 

One reads with a certain grim satisfaction about these constant quarrels over 
the forfeited property of the expelled Jews. Ill-gotten goods, even when granted 
by royal hands, obviously do not prosper. The Records after 1290 present many 
petty bickerings among those who quarrelled over the spoils. 

ECONOMICS OF THE DRINK PROBLEM. (J. J. Baker.) 


The Church of England Temperance Society bas issued this text-book, based on 
a previous volume by Mr. Johnson Baker (1906). Since 106, ten editions have 
been issued, and the book, we are assured, still retains its popularity. In the new 
issue the statistics have been amplitied and brought up to date. 

The writer (p. 8), speaks of the superior physique of the Jewish children 
(relying on the well-known testimony of Dr. Hall, of Leeds, cited in Broadbent's 
“ Physical Degeneracy.") This superiority does not derive from any suggestion 


‘that the Jewish parents are less poor, more clean, or better clothed and housed. 


But it “is because Jewish parents do not drink, and are most careful in feeding 
their children, putting their health before all other considerations.” 

Similarly |p. 16), the writer attributes the lower death rate of Jewish children 
to the fact that “the mothers d» notdrink.” ‘This statement is justified by refer- 
ence to a report on ** Inebriety in Women,” by Miss Zanetti, Health Inspector of 
Manchester, and “ The Cry of the Children,” by George Ki. Sims. 

THE LAND OF UZ. ‘G. Wyman Bary. 

By the “Land of Uz” the author meaus Southern Arabia, a region now so 
little known to Europeans. The Jews, too, long neglected it, and it is only in 
comparatively recent times that the Yemenites have come prominently to notice. 
Yemen ~ means “on the right hand.” t.«., of an observer at Mecca, looking East 
ward. It was here that Arabian art and learning had its original home. “ Here 
was the ancient and famous Kingdom of the Sabeans, whose queen Balkis visited 
Solomon.” The ruins of the famous aqueduct at the capital, Moreb, still survive. 
Himyarites | r Mineans), Abyssinians and Persians, supplanted the Sabeans, but 
the glory of Yemen had departed soon after the risé of Mohammed. 

The Sabeans and Himyarites were pure Arabs, and except that the custom of 


domestic slavery has given te their descendants a slight admixture of Negro blood, they 
did not differ much from the present inhabitants. We may be sure that in Sabean times 
there were. as now, the settled inhabitants cultivators, townsmen, and traders, and the 
desert dwellers or Bedouins—-roving within certain limits, and pre dator\ lf Job was an 
Arab, as generals supposed, he Was very possibly vw \linean. lie Was raided by 
Sabean Bedouins from one direction, and hy Chaldean freebooters from another. He 
lived, we are told, in the land of | 4%. and, assuming that this was actually Southern 


\rabia. bis dwelling would seem to have been pretty far to the north. perhaps in the 
unexplored country about Wady Yabri 

For ten years the author bad intimate experience with the country and its 
people, and he puts on the title page the native name by which he passed— 
Abdullah Mansur. For seven years he travelled “in the guise of a Down-Country 
Chief.” He tells a fresh, spirited story, full of sympathy with the people described, 
and yet acute criticism ts not lacking. But above all other qualities is the author's 
sympathy. The book is long, perbaps it would have been more readable if it had 
been compressed; but it is bard to say which parts could have been spared. 
Messrs. Macmillan have not often given us a better book. 

PROFESSOR BLAU'S HEBREW REVIEW. 

The second volume of this Hungarian periodical opens with an article by Dr. 
I. Davidson, of New York. This scholar bas recently published in the revived 
Jewish Quarter!y Review some secular poems from the Cairo Geniza. He now 
prints some synoygogue hymns (for the Day of Atonement) from the same source ; 
the manuscripts baving been taken by Dr. Schechter to America. Dr. Blau must 
be specially commended for the clear Hebrew type used in printing the poems. 

Other articles include: Notes on Ben Jebuda’s “ Millon,” by Prof. Bacher, 
and a biography of the Gaon R. Jacob be-Rab, by Dr. Griinhut. There is much 
else of value, but I will particularly refer to J. Steinherz’s explanation of the first 
Mishnah in tractate Aboth, and to Dr. M. Guttmann’s treatment of the “ Halacha 
le-Mosheh Mi-Sinai” (from the “ Havvath Yair.”) Z. Schwarz continues bis edition 
of Nachmanides’ Discourse for New Year. Dr. Blan’s excellent magazine 
(739 POND * BS") is published at Budapest, Stefania it 16; the subscription is 
five shillings annually. 

A QUAINT SURVIVAL. 

I note in the 1911 edition of the “Statuta et Decreta” of the Oxford 
l'piversity, that it is still required (on the benefaction of Dr. Macbride, initiated 
iu 1848) that, on the second Sunday in the Hilary Term, the sermon at St. Mary’s 
mist deal with the Jewish prophecies, “ with a special view to confute the argu- 
ments of Jewish commentators and to promote the conversion to Christianity of 
the ancient people of God.” The preacher evidently is not called upon to meet 
the argaments of modern Christian commentators who, as little as the Jews, find 
Jesus foretold in tire Old Testament. 


ASPECTS OF THE BIBLE.—(H. G. Enelow.) 

Dr. Enelow, of Louisville, delivered four addresses in honour of the tercen- 
tenary of the Authorised Version of the Bible, and he has collected them into a 
little volume bearing the above title. ‘The Bible in Human Life,” “ The Literary 
Beauty of the Bible,” “ The Ethical Power of the Bible,” and “ The Spiritual 
Outlook of the Bible ”—these are the subjects of four admirable lectures. Here 
is a striking passage :-— 

With emphasis upon one thing I must conclude, namely: The value the Bible 
attaches to the individual in the pursuit of the spiritual life. “ Keep thy heart with all 
diligence : for out of it are the issues of life.” An ancient Rabbi remarks that the words 
in the ninety-second Psalm, “the righteous flourisheth like the palm tree,” were meant to be 
applied to Abraham, for the reason that just as the palm tree brings forth its fruit out of 
its own core, so the patriarch gained all his godliness and understanding from the depth 
of his own heart. It is true of all Without the cultivation of ones own heart the 
spiritual life is impossible. All the wisdom of others must pass throngh the 
crucible of your own soul before t can become pure gold of faith and character; other 
wise it is but crude ore. This is the meaning of Job's final words: “I have heard of 
Thee by the hearing of the ear; but now mine eye seeth Thee.” 

The little book contains several other passages as good as this. 


NOTES AND NEWS. 


The second edition of Professor LL. Oppenheim’s “ International Law,” Vol. I. 
(* Peace”) is now published (Longmans, price 18s, net). It has been thorough 
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revised, and thus this standard treatise th Professor of International Law at 
Cambridge is even more worthy than before of its high reputation. 

In his “ Hettiter und Amazonen” (Leipzig, Teubner, price 8s.), W. Leon- 
hard seeks to identify the Hittites with the heroines of the Greek myth of the 
Amazons. 

To be published in Febroary (London, Arnold), is the volume of essays edited 
by Canon Fo:kes Jackson (with an introduction by Dean Inge). Its title, “ The 
Parting of the Ways,’’ refers to the separation of Christianity from Judaism. Mr. 
Ephraim Levine contribuves a paper on the independent development of Judaism 
during and after this separation. 

On February 20d, Hannah More's‘ Moses in the Bullrushes,” is to be performed 
at Cambridge by the Literary Drama Association. It deals with the finding of 
the infant Moses, and, according to the Times, bas probably never been given in 
public before. Beside: this specimen of “Sacred Dramas, chiefly intended for 
foung persons,” Hannah More wrote a “ David and Goliath,” a “ Belshazzar,” a 
‘Daniel and a “ King Hezekiah.” 

It would be profitless to recount again the story of Luther's changes of attitude 
towards the Jews, how first he used them, and afterwards abused them with his cus- 
tomary vigour. Butattention may becalled to some letters of Luther, printed in Prof. 
P. Smith's new Life of the Reformer. In February, 1514, and again in August, 
Luther wrote to George Spalatin at Aldenburg, maintaining Reuchlin in his 
defence of the Talmud against Pfefferkorn and the Dominicans. With regard to 
his own version of the Bible, he held that a translator bad to render the sense, 


not the exact words. He asserted: “In rendering Moses, I make him so German | 


that no one would know that he was a Jew.” 
rather condemns him. Why substitute the “edge of the sword” for the ‘‘ month 
of the sword’’? Luther scathingly adds: perhaps it refers to the preachers who 
slay by their mouths; but, at all events, ‘‘ mouth” is more picturesque, it is a 
metaphor, and ought to be so rendered. Dr. Smith only once refers to Luther's 
later anti-Jewish attitude; he cites from his letter, February, 1546, in 
which he promises to drive out the Jews from Eisleben. Luther died before he 
could accomplish his amiable undertaking. Dr. Smith, with carious obscuration 
of vision, ca:ls this one of Luther’s most charming epistles.

Letters and appeals for advice and information poured in from all sides and a! 
countries. Last year girls came to the Union from such distant places as Salovica 
Bombay, Russia, Cape Colony and Jerusalem. Generally speaking, they cam: 
with very inadequate introductions, and meagrely filled purses. Here the usefu! 
ness of the Union to its correspondents became apparent. They apprised the Univ: 
of the coming of their protégees; and it not only looked after them, but kept the 
correspondents informed of their progress. But very often these young gir!- 
arrived absolutely friendless, and with, perhaps, no other introduction than a lette: 
to the Minister of some congregation. The Union was literally the only organisa 
tion able and willing to cope with the difficulties and responsibilities of looking afte: 
an educated girl daring the whole period of ber training or her stay in England 
She mentioned the assistance rendered by the Union to a fifteen-year-old girl seu’ 
to England from Salonica to learn English. She was now a successful teacher. 
The Union found it a difficult task to classify and tabulate the many ap, lication 
that reached the office; they were of such a varied and complex nature. But 
roughly speaking, the applications ran mainiy in three grooves :—(1) Applicant» 
for paid posts, such as governesses, secretaries, trained nurses, matrons and ol!) 
cials of various kinds, house-keepers, companions, etc; (2) candidates for trainin: 
in skilled professions, from whom were drawn the beneficiaries under two loar 
funds; (3) women desirous of taking up philanthropic work. By far the larges' 
number came under the first category. Since the inception of the Union 3,:(' 
ladies bad invoked its aid and counsel, and over 850 had been placed by it in wor! 
or in training; and many others had obtained advice and iuformation. 5):

The number of cases brought up at one sitting averaged 100. The Union was in no 
sense a Charitable institution, nor had they the funds for distributing relief. ‘They 
did not attempt to be of use to that class of the Community which was soadmirab!) 
looked after by the Board of Guardians, but they knew from experience that there 
was an ever increasing number of women in their midst of good birth and educa 
tion, who were in sore need of sympathy, advice and help. The most hopeful, and 
she thought their most valuable efforts were bestowed upon the candidates in 
training for skilled professions. The report recorded that out of fifteen new 
applicants for training as sick nurses four were placed, and some of the nurses 
trained under their auspices during the past few years were now occupying 
positions of trust in some of our communal institutions. There was a great desire 
on the part of girls who had received a good education in foreiga languages to train 
as secretaries or high class clerks, and the Union had found posts for thirty-four 
girls thus equipped. In this branch of their work they received invaluable assist 
ance from Mrs. Hoster, who gave one free trainiog a year through the Union, on 
condition that the girl had a thorough knowledge of at least one foreign language. 
They woald like to induce more girls and women to train as domestic economy 
teachers, or, if this was a too expensive and lengthy course, to take a reduced form 
of housewifery training, in order successfully to occupy the posts of matrons an< 
assistant matrons in their various communal institutions. All too frequently 
these posts had to be filled by Christian ladies, where the services of a Jewess 
would have been more desirable from every point of view.

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JEWS' TEMPORARY SHELTER. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


INDICTMENT OF THE ALIENS ACT. 
The annual meeting of the subscribers of the Jews’ Temporary Shelter was 
held on Sunday morning at the Institution. 
Mr. HERMANN LANDAU, President, in moving the adoption of the annua! 
report, said that there had been no extraordinary events in the past year. They 


were now so accustomed to catering for the persecuted, that it would be only , 


reiterating an old story if he were to dwell at any length upon the subject of per- 
secution of the Jews. The work that had been carried on by the Shelter had met 
with the approval of all concerned, including the Government authorities. That 
the persecution in Russia still continued was unfortunately the case, and perhaps 
now in & more aggravated form. It must appear to many—and especially in 
countries like England, where human liberty was firmly established—that a country 
like Russia, of such an enormous extent and so full of natural resources, should 
deliberately practically expel some of its most active and i telligent inhabitants. 
That Russia would ultimately see the folly of her ways was certain. They must 
remember that the bulk of the population had not long been liberated from 
serfdom. He clearly remembered 
THE TIME WHEN THE SERFS WERE LIBERATED 


in Poland, and no one would deny that Russia had made enormous progress since 
then in every direction. That she had not recognised the advantage of complete 
religious liberty was of course a matter of very deep regret. He was bound 
to say--and he was speaking from his own observation at the Shelter, 
where he came in contact with thousands of these persecuted people-—that in spite 
of the persecution they had suffered, they spoke of the Tsar with a veneration 
hat they would employ in regard to their own father, and attributed all their 
ufferings to some of his dishonest and unscrupulous functionaries. There were no 
doubt anarchists among them as there were among any large body of orthodox 
Russians, but he had never discovered any. Until the time arrived when their 
coreligionists were treated as loyal citizens on an equality with the rest of the 
population it behoved them. as the people of the Book, to shelter and assist the 
poor outcasts. The injunction to be kind to the stranger was repeated over and 
over again in the Bible, yet remarkably little notice was taken of that institution 
which particularly cared for them. To him it wasa perfect enigma that the Jewish 
community should regard that institution with so little interest, and that the total 
of contributions should be so small. The decrease in the number of cases 
admitted to the Shelter was accounted for partly in the report. But he could say 
from his own observation that the Aliens Act had transferred from English 
shipping companies 
AN ENORMOUS EMIGRATION TRAFFIC 


to the German shipping companies. The latter had not scrupled to enlarve on the 
great risks that transmigrants would run by travelling on English ships vid 
England. They were told that inall likelihood they would be compelled to return, 
and would not be allowed to land in England. This, of course, was not a fact. 
Transmigrants were not interfered with. They paid in many instances 33 per 
cent. more than it would cost them if they went vid this country. This wasa 
question which the Government in due course would recognise, if the shipping 
companies had not made proper representations already. The functions of the 
Shelter were now principally devoted to the protection of transmigrants and helping 
them to reach their destinations beyond the seas with the means in their possession. 
Many of them would remember the cruelties to which transmigrants had been 
exposed in days gone by. He had himself been threatened. He could remember 
the Rev. M. Adler calling upon him and informing him that as a visitor to prisons 
he had come across a certain man who had stated that his first act on being 
released would be 
TO KILL MR. HERMANN LANDAU. 

(Laughter.) That was to have been the return he was to get for having been 
instrumental in securing the punishment of this man for cheating two transmigrants 
out of £25, and giving them a “ticket to New Zealand,” which was nothing more 
than a greengrocer’s circular. (Laughter.) He was still alive, and his would-be 
murderer was now a respectable member of eociety with a good business in the 
East End. (Laughter.) This incident only showed to what risks transmigrants 
were exposed, and would be still more expo-ed if the Shelter did not exist. They 
would be robbed and ultimately, being without means, they would find their way 
into sweating dens, work their lives away and become paupers and a burden on 
the community. If the Shelter did nothing more than saving them from this fate 
it would deserve well of the community and of the country at large. They would 
also remember that the Shelter had been the originator of the Society for the Pro- 
tection of Girls and Women, which was doing such excellent work. There were 
other functions performed by the Shelter besides the protection of transmigrants. 
Many of them suffered from 


TWO HORRIBLE DISEASES, 
trachoma and favus. The annual reports of the Shelter contained no horrors, 
they were not intended to work upon the feelings of the commanity. Bat cases 
were dealt with which were of the most harrowing descripticn. A family arrived 
here, for instance, consisting of a man, his wife and eight children. They were en 
route for some foreign destination. When the family embarked and were examined 
by the medical authorities, it was found that one child was suffering from trachoma. 
The family had paid their fares and sold up their home. The Shelter stepped in, 
took charge of the child, and would forward it cured to its destination. There were 
several interesting cases of this kind, the expenses in connection with which were 
shared by Lady Desart and himself. In regard to the Aliens Act, he was happy 
to say that since his namesake, Mr. Isaac Landau, had been kind enough to take 
up the work of legal aid, there had been a great increase in the numbers of success- 
ful appeals. The Act was being administered 
“A LA RUSSE.” 

He thought they should move heaven and earth to get a proper interpretation of 
the Act. If Mr. Landau had not defended these cases they would have been 
returned to Russia. The Jewish emigrant from that country burnt his ship. He left 
nothing behind. To return him again was practically committing murder. He re- 
ferred to the loss sustained by the Shelter through the death of Mr. B. Birnbaum, 
its Vice-President, and to the warm support accorded by the late Chief Rabbi, 
whose advocacy had done much to silence the opposition to the Shelter in its early 
days. The institution had been fortunate in securing the co-operation of several 
youog workers in Mr. Osto Schiff, Mr. Ernst Schiff, Mr. De Yong and Mr. Mainz, 
while Mr. Norman Bentwich, who had joined them as Hon. Secretary, had pro- 
duced a very creditable report. The Ladies’ Committee had rendered valuable 
assistance in looking after the domestic side of the work. 

Mr. OTTO SCHIFF seconded the adoption of the report. 

The report and balance-sheet were unanimously adopted. 

Mr. ISAAC LANDAU, in proposing the re-election of the honorary officers, 
thanked the President for his reference to his work in connection with the pro- 
vision of Jegal aid for immigrants. | 

Mr. J. VICTOR seconded the motion, which was carried.

to them, and deale with it. Thirdly, in such cases where the Board 
declines to help because they attend Christian meetings, we place them under the same 
terms as our own people, on the principle that they ought not to be persecuted for thei: 
desire to enquire into the truth. This — to very few cases. In most cases the fac: 
that enquiry will be made of the Jewish Board is enough to cause withdrawal of the 
application. It might be thought that this method was unduly hard, but the benefits a: 
twofold. On the one hand men attend our gatherings regularly who would not ente: 
any other mission, because they know they cannot be charged with ulterior motives 
And also we enjoy the confidence of the Jewish people whenever possible. 


In the course of the report a statement is made upon the question over th: 
initials of ““C. W. St. C. J.”, who observes : 


Those of us who live in East London know only too well that anti-Jewish feeling 
on the increase among our people; and, further, we cannot shut our eyes tothe fact t!i.' 
this increase of anti-Jewish feeling is not due entirely to racial antipathy, or to com 
mercial jealousy. Itis asad fact that the present generation of English Jew in the 
East End is not altogether an improvement on the previous one. We are constant’: 
hearing of the misdoings of the “Jew boy.” This name is commonly used to descri! 
the young Jew of 17 to 20 years of age, who has been educated in the Council schoo! 
but has lost all regard for his Rabbis and for the religion and morality ©! 
his fathers. There can be no doubt that young fellows of this type ar 
a standing menace to the peace and morals of the neighbourhood in which th: 
live. All this points to the fact that Orthodox Judaism is dying. Among the wealth) 
Jews in this country we find its place being taken by Reformed Jadaism, which passes in! 
Unitarianism, or sometimes into a form of Christianity. Among the poorer Jews of the 
East End we find that it is materialism which takes the place of Orthodox Judaism 
: Are the Missions of the Church of any avail to stem this tide of irreligion an 
decay? We can answer thia question with a glad and hopeful affirmatiy: 
Though the number of baptisms does not increase very rapidly in th 
country, yet we know, and can see, that the efforts of the Church in tb 
past are now bearing fruit. The name of Jesus of Nazareth now comman: 
reapect almost everywhere among the Jews. Large numbers are at least intellectua!!: 
convinced that Jesus was the Messiah; while all acknowledge Him to have been th 
the greatest Jew who ever lived. It, is further, certain that thereare hundreds of Jew 
in London who are secretly Christians, but who dare not face baptism and the los 
all. The present writer recently met a Jewish Christian lady, who told him that sh 
had been a believer in Christ for seven years before she dared to say so, and, she adde: 
she knows of many now in that position. And this brings us face to face with a fre=: 
What is to be done with Jews who, having become Christians, lose on tb»

[From our Corresoondent.) 


We are an up-to-date community here. Nothing escapes our eagle eye, 
whether it be a matter of social or national, religious or political interest. But 
more particularly do we happen to be au fait with social doings, and little indeed 
transpires in Mayfair that ever eludes us. Here, for example, is an instance of our 
mimetic propensities, culled from the “‘ Wedding Bells” column of the local paper. 
The bride wore the traditional white satin and orange blossom, and the usual dim. 
inutive train-bearers were in attendance. The “ best man” was there, as he had 
a right to be, and so, too, was the “best girl”! Yes, the “best girl” is developing 
into a recognised institution now. Gradually she is coming to b considered indis-. 
pensable to the up-to-date marriage ceremony, and the innovation started by a 
Mavfair bride some time ago has travelled from West to East. I am told that 
“best girls” are more available than “best men.” Needless to say it is 
almost an essential that the lady whom the bride delighteth to honour should be 
young, unattached, and—comely. 


It is a real pity that the sympathetic folk who write about the East End from 
their cosy Fleet Street armchairs do not take greater pains in their attempt to get 
at solid facts. A gentleman of pleasing literary gifts has been telling the readers of 
an important daily all about life as it is lived in the homes of sweated labour, of 
the private workshops in which are evolved the well-creased trousers and good black 
coats of city men, and the tailor-made costumes of the smart girls who go golfing. 
Says the writer :— 

These fortunate, well-dressed folk know nothing of those gas-lit roomsin the East End 
from which the clothes are sent to City and suburban and West End shops, nor of the 
brooding thoaghts that go swiftly through the brains of those foreign men and women as 
they sit and stitch and fold and press to provide themselves with the bare necessities of 
oe ane in the nature of a mental stimulant to atone for the dradgery of their 

tou. 

Then he goe3 on to tell us about learners who are paid next to nothing for the 
first six months, and are then initiated into the art of cutting out garments. The 
Tailor and Cutter promptly squashes the suggestion by stating that the well- 
dressed City men and the lovely ladies in their “ tailor mades ” need not worry their 
heads over the Russians and Poles who make their clothes at piecework rates. 
“ They earn on an average as much as many of the highest skilled tailors and 
tailoresses in the West End.” However hard may be the lot of the East 
End tailoring fraternity, they are, our contemporary asserts, “greatly in advance, 
financially and socially, of those left behi din the country of their origin.” 


The power of the penny is further proved by a statement made at the annual 
meeting, at the Stepney Jewish Schools, of the Stepney Ladies’ Benevolent Society 
that it will be possible for the sum of £40 to be expended on the provision of coal 
for 180 poor families. In one year, according to Mrs. S. Levy, the President, the 
membership has increased by 120; and when it is remembered that subscribers are 
recruited from the very humblest, no greater tribute to its beneficent inflaence 
could.be needed. The satisfactory work of Miss A. Zimmerman, the Hon. Secre- 
tary, the Collector, Miss Bermel, as well as the energy of the Executive, all have 
helped to bring the Stepney Ladies’ Benevolent Society into the very frout rank. 
There is still scope for further expansion, and if would-be members would com- 
municate with Miss Zimmerman at 184, High Street, Shadwell, that lady would 
be happy to furnish complete details of the work of a really deserving institution. 
Administration expenses are exceedingly light, a fact the generously-inclined 
would do well to bear in mind. Mr. Walter R. Preston, although a non-Jew, is 
one of the keenest supporters of the Society. 


The fact that the Sick Room Helps Society recently announced its willing- 
ness to receive a Jewish girl as probationer, leads one to hope that more will be 
heard in the future of the popularity of nursing as a profession for our girls. It 


is clear that, unconsciously maybe, the Society is embarking on a project similar to | 


that suggested by the promoters of the Jewish Hospital. It had been suggested 
that the Hospital would serve as a training home for Jewish nurses. At present, 
say the promoters, the facilities for such training are small, “and those who have 
to train at the general hospitals fiod it advisable to say little about their origin.” 
No doubt the Sick Room Helps Society is desirous of training Jewish girls for its 
own particular needs, although it has to be admitted that the non-Jewish nurses 
who work under the Society are extremely popular with all our people. It would 
be interesting to know whether any candidates have presented themselves in 
answer to the application, and if so how many. 


Forty years have brought many a startling change in the life of the East Ead, 
but in no instance so marked as in“matters connected with our local schools. Mr. 
William Morris, whose retirement after forty vears as Inspector of East End schools 
has been recorded in this colamn, has just given some impressions of the changes 
that have taken place within his recollection. The schools of to-day, he thiuks, are 
palaces compared with those of yesterday. As to the children, while not com- 
mitting himself to the opinion that they are brighter than those of other localities, 
Mr. Morris is firm in the belief “that they always meet the occasion when 
demanded.” The facilities and forces at work to-day reach to all strata, he 
says, and he discerns an all-round improvement in the East End child of to-day 
as compared with a generation ago. East London teachers hold Mr. Morris in 
very high esteem. It was not so longago that they presented him with several 
valuable tokens of their affection. 


Through the kindly consideration of the Albert Committee, the children 
attending the St. George’s Lutheran Church School, in Alie Street, were enabled 
to celebrate the Kaiser’s birthday on Friday instead of Saturday. It came to the 
knowledge of the Committee—which, by the way, aims at establishing a more 
cordial relationship between England and her German cousins—that a large 
number of the pupils were Jewish children. They, therefore, re-arranged the 
celebrations without the least hesitation. 


Dr. F. W. Alexander, the accomplished Medical Officer of Health for Poplar, 
is soon to witness the realisation of bis pet project. As has been recorded in this 


column on & previous occasion, this amiable Jewish medico has long agitat 
such municipal co-operation as will, in the course of years, bring about the a:

NOTTING HILL JEWISH LADS’ CLUB. 

The annual distribution of prizes of the Notting Hill Jewish Lads’ Club took place 
on Sunday at the club premises, 50, Cornwall Road. Mrs. Annotp Garret, Hon. 
President, was in the Chair, and distributed the awards. 

Mr. Percy Scuwanzscat.p, Hon. Secretary, in a statement on the work of the 
Club, said that the membership had increased from 75 to 150, and they now had a 
waiting list. The club suffered from a lack of managers, and he expressed the 
hope that young men would come forward and devote an evening once a week or fort- 
night to the work of the institution. The club endeavoured to emulate the successes of 
other clubs in sports, but it also endeavoured to realise its description as a Jewish lads 
club. The premises were the centre of considerable activity.. They had been used as a 
census-paper advisory centre; the members apprenticed by the Board of Guardians 
were enabled to make their repayments through the club; swimming and football were 
very popular, and the club had two football teams entered for league competitions ; 
inter-club tournaments were frequent; the library badly needed replenishment. The 
snmmer camp had been very successful, thirty lads having taken part. A club magazine 
had been started, and would be published as opportunity offered. tle appealed for support. 

Mr. ALAN Burcoyne, M.P., congratulated the club on its progress, and said that 
he was delighted with the spirit of clannishness displayed by the members of the club 
and its supporters. He promised to contribute a shelf-full of books to the library, and 
said that his assistance, if needed, would always be at the disposal of the club. 

Lord SWAYTHLING, in a brief address, commended the Semieh apirit animating the 
club. He expressed the hope that the company of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade attached to 
the clab would find plenty of new recruits. and that it would not saffer by reason of the 
existence of a more picturesque but less disciplined organ sation. 

Mr. Cuas. SEnAG-MoOnNTEeFIORE, Chairman of the Committee, expressed the pleasure 
of the managers at the presence of so large an assembly of the public. He paid a tribute 
to the services rendered to the club by Mr. and Mra. Moses Davis and Mc. Humphrey 
Phillips, Treasurer. Mr. P sillips, as one of the Trustees of the late Mrs. Barnato's | 
estates, had assigned £500 to the club. 


JEWISH ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION. 

The annual distribution of prizes and display of the Jewish Athletic Association 
was held on Wednesday evening at the Shoreditch Town Hall. Sir Matthew Nathan, 
h.C.M.G., was to bave presided, but a telegram was received from Sir Frederic 
Nathan stating that Sir Matthew was laid up with a chill and could not be present. 
His place was taken by Mr. A. H. Jresse., K.C., and Mrs. Harry KR. Lewis distributed 
the awards. 

Mr. Frank Morvwey, who described Mr. Jessel’s attendance on such short notice 
as “a sporting act,” eaid that the Association dealt, from an athletic point of view, with 
children right from their school-days, through their boys’ club life, and even when 
they joined men’s clubs its activities continued. It thus promoted their health for a period 
amounting to over twenty years. The Association dealt with thousands of children. 
last year in the school sports there had been 1,200 entries. In the swimming 
there had been 600 entries, and there would have been many more had 
they not been strictly limited. So far as the schools were concerned, the work of the 
Association was carried on almostentirely with the help of the teachers, to whom they 
could not express sufficient gratitude. One name deserved special mention, that 
of Mr. 3S. Davis, their indefatigable Secretary. (Cheers). He did more than 
anybody for the Jewish Athletic Association in the way of organisation. 
They were deeply grateful to him for the high state of efficiency that the 
Jewish Athletic Association had now attained. ‘The work of the Association entailed an 
annual expenditure of £500. He thought that, considering the amount of work done by 
the Association, they would agree that there was no institation in the Jewish community 
which did so much for so little. They had, however, the very greatest difficulty in raising 
the amount required, and he earnestly appealed for support. 

The CHAIRMAN, who was lond!ly cheered, assured those whose privilege it was to co 


operate in the work, that those who were interested in the welfare of the younger generation , 


ane and all appreciated their great efforts that made not only for the physical health 
of the children, but that which was wrapped up in their physical health — their moral and 
intellectual improvement.

Many people all over the country are now being afforded an opportunity of 
gaining an insight into the hardships and trials that are experienced by would-be 
Captain Webbs. Jabez Wolffe, who can fairly lay claim to be the follower of the 
late Captain, his attempts numbering more than those of any other “ competitor 
in the race for the honours, is now exhibiting, at various theatres and entertain- 
ments, cinematograph pictures of one of his attempts to negotiate the Channel, 
and describing the swim and all attendant details. Recently, Wolffe appeared at 
Bristol, and a representative of the local Evening News took the opportunity of 
interviewing the famous swimmer. When he walked on the stage, writes “ The 
Diver” in the above-mentioned journal, “one could not but admire his splendid 


physique, with his marvellous chest development, his keen, sparkling eye, and 
determined face.

The Swimmer's Attempts. 

A biographical sketch of Wolffe then follows, together with an account of his 
attempts to swim the Channel. “ His attempts at crossing the Channel have won 
for him the title of champion long-distance swimmer of the world, and certainly 
he deserves it, seeing that he has made no fewer than eighteen attempt-, and bas 
even got to within a quarter-of-a-mile of the opposite shore without being successful. 
The distance, to be exact, was 400 yards, this attempt being on September 19th, 
1908, and ended at that distance from the Calais pier after a swim of 14 hours 10 
minutes. In recognition of that swim the Mayor of Calais presented Wolffe with 
a gold medal bearing the arms of Calais, and the swimmer prizes it more than any 
other of the numerous beantiful gold and silver medallions he possesses, although 
he prizes highly a medal which his Glasgow friends gave him when he got to within 
half-a-mile of Dover on September 7th last, his time being 14 hours 20 minutes. 
His first attempt to swim the Channel wag from Dover to Calais on July 15th, 
1906, and Wolffe swam for eight hours and a half, when he was three and a quarter 
miles from land. Bad pilotage was responsible for the early failures, Wolffe 
asserted, and he added. ‘| feel confident if only i can have a calm day I shall get 
across well within 15 bours, and I shall beat the present record by between seven 
and eight-hbours. All my swims have taken about fourteen hours. My next swim 
will be about the end of June or the beginning of July, and the start will be just 
below Calais. Weare taking a bad weather course, which means we shal! not 
have to cut it so fine as we have had to do when on a good weather course.’ ” 

Life’s Ambition. 

Mr. Woiffe is confident that. he will succeed in crossing the Channel. 
my life’s ambition,” he said. “I know I can doit, but it is im possible against 
an ebbing tide. No one can do it against an ebbing tide.” Questioned in regard 
to his challenge to Bargess, after the latter’s last Channel swim, to meet him in @ 
long distance event, Wolffe stated that Burgess covered himself by means of a stake 
of £1,000, which he (W olffe) considera far too large. “I could have got backing for 
£300, bat Burgess openly stated that he did not want to meet me,” he asserted. 


Some Advice. 

[In response to an invitation, Wolffe gave some words of encouragement and 
advice to swimmers. “If a boy can swim fifty yards, he can swim five hundred 
just as easily; it only requires practice. If he can swim five hundred yards, he 
can swim a couple of miles. Just stick to it, and gradually increuse the distance, 
always stopping when he finds he is getting exhausted. So long as he feels 
he is enjoying the swim he should keep on, but he should never overdo it. 
Some bathers are shivering and are blue at the lips when they come out of the 
water, and they would be well advised to confine themselves to bath swimming, 
and not go in the sea again, because that is the reason so many bathers are 
drowned. When swimmers bave had a long pull, and have been practising for a

long period in the water, there is nothing like a good hot bath for taking away all - 


stiffaess in the limbs.” “‘ Ho v do you practise for your Channel swims?” he was 


asked. “I start with a swim of half-an-bour, and gradually increase it to twelve 
hours,” he replied.
